Live Only Few Minutes. 

Mr. and Mrs. Fair lived only a few moments 
after help arrived. The chauffeur was badly 
hurt. Mr. Fair was driving, but the acci- 
dent could not have been foreseen. 

Charles L. Fair was the son of the late 
Senator James G. Fair of California. He 
was the brother of Mrs. W. K. Vanderbiit Jr. 
end Mrs. Herman Oelrichs. Mrs. W. K. Van- 
Gerbilt sailed for New York yesterday. W. 
K. Vanderbilt Sr. will take charge of the re- 
mains and ship them to New York. 


Only One Witness, 
The accident occurred at half-past 2 o'clock 
this afternoon and almost in front of the 


gatekeeper of the chateau was thejonly wit- 
ness. She says she noticed a big auto- 
mobile coming along the road at a tremem 
dous pace. 

Suddenly something happened and the 
heavy machine slid side ways from the right 
to the left side of the road for about sixty 
yards. It then dashed up an embankment, 
turned a complete somersault, and crashed 
into a big elm tree in front ot the gate of 
the chateau. 

The automobile was completely wrecked, 
the front axle was broken, and other parts 
of the machine were smashed, 2 the 
gear. 


Details bt the Accident. 

Mr. and Mrs. Fair had been staying at 
Trouville during racing week. They had a 
fast forty-five horse power automobile, 
which attracted considerable attention, and 
with which they were highly pleased. Mr. 
Fair had frequently made the journey from 
Trouvie to Paris and back again in one: 
day on the machine. 

This morning Mr. Fair telegraphed Shien 


arrive there this evening. They expected to 
pass the night in Paris and return ae 
ville tomorrow. 


Thrown High in Air. 
When the automobile turned over the wit 


of the gatekeeper says she saw Mr. and Mrs: 
Fair thrown high in the air and fall with a 


heavy thud to the ground. 

The chauffeur, who was sitting behind the 
Fairs, was precipitated into a ditch. He 
staggered to his feet, calling for help. The 
gatekeeper’s wife rushed to his assistance 
and aided him in extricating Mr. and Mrs. 
Fair, who were buried beneath the wrecked 
machine and in the last throes of death. 

Both had sustained ghastly injuries and 
were almost unrecognizable. Mr. Fair's 
head had been crushed in, while his wife's 
skull was split. The chauffeur was ter- 
ribly affected at the calamity and seemed 
bereft of his senses. He threw himself into 
a ditch on the opposite side of the road and 
rolled about crying My poor masters.“ 

Bodies Covered with Flowers. 


M. Borson, owner of the Chateau Buisson 
du Mai, was summoned, and after advising 


‘the local authorities of the accident he or- 


dered the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Fair to be 
carried to the gatekeeper’s lodge. Here they 
now Ife on mattresses and flowers have been 
strewn over them. In the room are three 
wax tapers; burning dimly. 
The accident was evidently due to the 
bursting ot a tire. At the time it occurred 
the automobile, which was capable of run- 
ning seventy-four miles an hour, was going 
at the rate of sixty-two milesan hour. 

The local police authorities hold in their 
possession and have sealed up a valise be- 
longing to the Fairs, which contains jewelry, 
two letters of credit, a French bank note 
worth $200, and some gold coins. 


Was Son of Millionaire Fair. 

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 14.—[Special.J— 
Charles L. Fair was the third child ot the 
late Senator James G. Fair. Using the 
names by which they were best known in 
San Francisco, the children were ‘‘ Tessie ”’ 
(Mrs. Herman Oelrichs). Jimmy.“ Char- 
lie, and Birdie,“ or Virginia (Mrs. W. 
K. Vanderbilt Jr.). James G. Fair Jr. 2 
some thirty years ago. 


Family Disapproved -Marriage. 

Mre. Charles L. Fair was a native of Jersey 
City. She was known on the Pacific slope 
as Maude Nelson, but her real name was 
said to be Carrie Smith. Mr. Fair’s family 
disapproved of the marriage, although it 
was generally admitted that he led a much 
more regular life after his marriage than he 
had led before. His wife always remained 
estranged from her husband’s family, al- 
though he became reconciled to his sisters 
after the death of their father. 

After the marriage in 1894 Mr. Fair's 
father declared he would cut his son out 
-of his will altogether and leave him only 
$100. At the time of his marriage young 
Fair, who was then only 26, was receiving 
an income of $1,000 a month. 

In December of that year Senator Fair 
was stricken with his last illness. Charlie 
Fair and his wife had been east on a honey- 
moon and had just returned. When sent 
for, Charlie Fair went to the Lick house 
and remained in the room where his father 
was dying. At the young man’s request 
the wife of Charlie Fair was sent for and 
there was a recofitiliation at the death bed. 


Fair Was Worth Millions. 
According to friends of the couple, Charlie 
Fair and his wife were always happy to- 
gether. They were boon companions, as well 
2 man and wife. Mrs. Fair had a fortune 
of $300,000 in her own right, most of the 
money having been given to her by her hus- 
band and invested for her. 
Charles L. Fair’s estate consists of $1,000,- 
000, inherited from his mother, and an un- 
divided one-third of the Fair estate.

student, and that it was his bs apace Edwards 
had drugged him. 5 


_ Edwards Grieved by Murders. 

My conscience is clear but my heart is 
almost broken,“ said Edwards Tanten, at 
Omaha while en route to Chicago. These 
people are friends of mine,” he said; that is 
why my heart is crushed. I did write that 
letter to Bob Mitchell saying I thought 
William Bartholin had ¢ommitted the two 
murders. Bob and I have been friends a 
long time, and when I read of the affair 
I felt I owed him a statement. I had no 
‘definite knowledge, but I had strong sus- 
picions, and these suspicions have been 
proved in my own mind.” 


Horse Traces Route of Death. 

Inspector Hunt and Liett. Backus went to 
Aagaard's laundry at Root and Wallace 
streets to investigate the statement made by 
Mrs. Mary E. Tallerday, who lives in the 
flat over the laundry, that she saw Thomp- 
son, Daddy Claffy, and a man resembling 
Bartholin at the laundry on Thursday morn- 
ing at 3 o'clock. 

The brown mare, which the 
thought to have used.on that night, was 
taken out at 8 o'clock last night, with De- 
tectives Lavin and Murphy in charge. At 
State and Sixty-eighth streets they 
ened the nes and gave the horse her dead. 


Stops Where Body Was Found. 

Straight south along the west side of State 
street the animal went in the moonlight. 
Suddenly it stopped when nearly to Seventy- 
fourth streets and turned to the clover and 
began eating it. 
turned short around in the road and stopped 
directly across from where the first stop 
had been made. It was in the field, about 
fifty feet east of this spot, that the colored 
cuffs, said to have been worn by Wimam 
Bartholin, were found in the grass: 

The mare was turned south, and at the 
crossing of Seventy-fourth street swerved 
to the east and stopped short at the edge of 
the drive thirty feet farther on. This fs 
directly acrose State street from the spot 
where Minnie Mitchell's body was found. 


Second Test with Same Result. 

Another test was made and the horse taken 
north to Seyenty-third street. On the trip 
south it brought.up just a little ways from 
where the first stop had been made. Start- 
ing again, it went to Seventy-fourth street 
and turned west. Being turned about again, 
it went south once more and brought up 
exactly where the body was found‘ 

The actions of the horse certainly look 
peculiar,’ said Lieut. Backus. “It surely 
picked out the places where the articles of 
clothing and the body were found. It may 


‘have deen that the men drove around a little 


in picking out a good = to deposit the 
body. 

. . who was a witness of the 
horse’s movements, said the mare had not 
been driven in the neighborhood in the course 
of his business. 


Corroborate Woman’s Statement. 

The statement of Mrs. Tallerday was cor- 
roborated by Motorman A. D. Meyers of the 
Wallace and Center street car lines and 
Druggist P. G. Stahlfleld, 4312 Calumet ave- 
nue, who informed the police that they saw 
Thompson and the wagon on that night. 
Motorman Meyers declared positively that 
he had recognized Thompson and Daddy 
Claffy in passing the laundry and would be 
able to identify the third man if he ever saw 
him. The description of Bartholin, he said, 
reminded him of the appearance of Thomp- 
son’s and Claffy’s companion. 


Admits Going to Bartholin House. 

When confronted with these statements, 
Thompson declared that “if they said I was 
there I must have been there, but I haveno 
recollection of it. 

Late last night he was again questioned by 
Inspector Hunt and said he recalled that he 
entered the Bartholin house on the night of 
July 31, but was drunk and could not re- 
member any details of his actions. 


Claffy a Poor Witness, 
Clafty met with composure the demands of 


the police for an explanation of his presence 


at the laundry with one of the horses and 
wagons at that hour in the morning. He said 
nothing that would furnish the police with 
a clew t@ the cause of his presence there.

The structure now being razed dates 
back 130 years. Its predecessors on the same 
site were destroyed by fire.

‘The history of the stronghold dates from 
the reign of King John, and as early as 1423 
the masonry was taken down and rebuilt.

Among the poets who were detaincé there 
were George Sackville, earl of Dorset, quoted 
as “rake and poet,“ and within a cell at 
Newgate Wither, the author of the “ Vox

He streets led in 1672 to the incarceration of 
Penn, the founder of Philadelphia, and Titus 
Oates and Dangerfield were occupants of 
cells some few, years later. The latter died 
in Newgate. | 

The state of the prison In those early days 
was horrible. Vice of every kind flourished, 
and not till the founding in 1698 of the Chris- 
tian Knowledge society was any attempt 
made to improve the condition of affairs. 

Religious and political crimes continued 
for many years to be the chief causes of de- 
tention, and Newgate was also famous as a 
debtor’s jail. Daniel Defoe suffered arrest, 
fine, pillory, and imprigpnment in Newgate 
for a treatise entitled The Shortest Way 
with the Dissenters,” and another historical 
prisoner was Maj. Bernardi, who was sus- 
pected of complicity with Rookwood in the 
plot against King William. 

In 1774 the prison inspector made his first 
calls at the various London jails, and from 
the days when Howard found his way into 
Newgate dirt and disorder began to disap- 
pear. Later the jail came to exist chiefly for 
the criminal classes. One of the last persons 
of note confined in Newgate for an offense 
purely literary was Sir John, then Mr., Hob- 
house. He was sent to prison in 1820 because 
of his pamphlet called The Trifling Mis- 
take. 

Casts of Criminals’ Heads Kept. 

Casts of the heads of the principal crim- 
inals were kept in a small anteroom close to 
the prison entrance. In Newgate the Man- 
nings suffered for the murder of Patrick 
O’Connor, and later the five Flowery Land 
pirates underwent capital punishment. 
Round the precincts also hover the shades 
of Muller, Lefroy, Milsom, Fowler, and Mrs. 
Dyer, the slayer of infants. | 

The condemned cells were in the oldest 
part of the prison. There were fifteen in 
all, five on each of the three floors. The cell 
doors opeend into galleries, lighted by port- 
holes looking into Newgate street, and the 
cells themselves were vaulted chambers nine 
feet high, nine feet deep, and six feet broad. 
A small, doubly grated window, placed high 
up, admitted what little light there was. 
The doors were four inches thick. Escape 
was impossible. 

The prison chapel was plain, with galleries 
for both sexes. In the days of public execu- 
tion the murderer was accommodated on the 
floor below these galleries with a chair placed 
conspicuously in sight of all, with a coffin at 


his feet. ES

Reception for Boer Generals. 


By a happy coincidence the arrival of the 
Boer generals, De Wet, Botha, and Delarey, 
is closely timed for the naval review, which 
they are expected to witness, whether or not 
they accept the hospitality of the king on 
his yacht. The rumors from Holland that 
they will decline friendly overtures and 
stultify the peace which they themselves 
made are clearly inspired by the resentment 
of Boer partisans. Both, De Wet and Delarey 
cannot be indignant that the king himself 
has exerted much influence in securing the 
generous offers of-peace -which they ac- 
cepted, and they are riot likely to decline the 
royal invitation.

The building was constructed at a cost of 
$90,000, The report recommends the expendi- 
ture of from $10,000 to $15,000 in repairs be- 
fore it is opened, and also recommends that 
the grand lodge make a change in the or- 
ganic law of the order, making it compulsory 
upon applicants for membership to procure 
a physician’s certificate of freedom from 
disease before being admitted.

THE HARVESTER MERGER 
The organizers of nearly every industrial 


combine have assured consumers that the 
‘economies of consolidation would cheapen 
the cost of production and make it possible 
to sell goods more cheaply. The lower 
prices have not come yet. Whatever sav: 
ings in the cost of production have been 
made have gone to pay interest on bond is- 
sues and dividends on a vast volume of 
watered stock. Consumers have not been 
benefited. They have heen awaiting the or- 
ganization of a trust concern which was 
not ovércapitalized, so they might find out 
whether there were any direct benefits to 
them in consolidation. 
The International Harvester company 
has made its appearance. If overcapital- 
ized it is not to such an extent as other in- 
dustrials. The capitalization of the com- 
pany is $120,000,000, and the cash assets 
aggregate $80,000,000. No syndicate was 
called in to finance the company and be paid 


sold. It is to be held by the owners of the 
plants which are to be consolidaicd. The 
new industrial corporation will not be »o 
‘plaything in Wall street. 
The organizers of the International Har- 
vester.company show no originality when 
they say the object of the consolidation is to 
keep down the cost of production. They do 
strike a new note when they say the object 
of economizing is to prevent an advance in 
prices which the farmers will not stand but 
which will be necessitated by the advance 
in the price of raw materials if the com- 
panies, now independent, do not unite. An 
assurance of the maintenance of present 
prices is calculated to appeal more strongly 


lower prices, which so many combines have 
made and broken. 

Of the companies which are merged in the 
new corporation the two leading ones ure 
old and well known Chicago institutions. 
Each of them began here on a small scale, 
and each, thanks to the marked skill and 
enterprise of the men controlling it—and 
also to the agricultural developmient of the 
country—has grown to immense propor- 
tions. There is no part of the earth which 
the machines of the McCormick Harvesting 
Machine company and of the Deering Har- 
vester company have.not carried the name 
and fame of Chicago. The recent disap- 
pearance of long established and familiar 
banks have not been altogether pleasing to 
Chicagoans. It seemed like the departure 
of old friends. They will have a keener 
sense of loss if the names of manufacturing 
companies which have been identified with 
the city so long shall be blotted out as the 
result of the merger. That would bea loss, 

While the charter of the International 
Harvester company is a New Jersey char- 
ter, the headquarters of the new company 
are to be in Chicago, where they should be. 
Its affairs will be managed in Chicago, not 
in New York. Furthermore, there appear in 
the directorate the names of the men who 
have been identified with the two great Chi- 
cago agricultural machinery plants. They 
have not gone into the merger to get out of 
business. They are to remain in business 
to keep the promise made by them to the 
farniers that the price of agricultural im- 
plements shall not be increased.

S soon as ever a monarch has been for 
a few years on the throne heis credit- 
ed with the desire to abdicate. The 
reason for this is that emperdrs,; kings, 


istrates of republics are overtaken, after 
a spell of nominally supreme power, by a 
feeling of profound discouragement on dis- 
covery that their prerogatives are limited 
even to a greater extent than prescribed by 
the law of the land, and that they are ob- 
structed in the execution of their best inten- 
tions by the prejudice, the ill will, and the 
disloyalty of those by whom they are sur- 
rounded. 

King George of Greece, King Leopold of 
Belgium, the kings of Denmark, of Portugal, 
of Sweden, and of Roumania have all been 
credited with a determination to abdicate 
on account of their inability to carry through 
measures which they were convinced were 
of a nature to’ benefit alike their country 
and their people. 

The Austrian emperor has also been men- 
tioned as eager to divest himself of the sov- 
ereignty of the dual empire, and the report 
that now comes from Russia to the effect 
that the czar is anxious to abdicate in favor 
of his younger brother, Michael, need there- 
fore create no astonishment. It should, how- 
ever, be accepted with a good deal of reserve, 
for Nicholas is firmly imbued with the belief 
that he has a mission to fulfill in connection 
‘with Russia, which he would have to abandon 
in the event of his stepping down from the 
throne, while his wife 4 likewise a woman 
possessed of a lofty sense of dutv and of great 
resolution, and would be the last person in 
the world to advise her husband, to whom 
she is deeply attached, to become a “ roi 
faineant;’’ that is to say, a mere titular mon- 

— 
On the other hand, it is notorious that the 
emperor is profoundly discouraged. He has 
no other means of exercising his sovereign 
power, excepting through the beaureaucrats, 
or government officials, who in Russia con- 
stitute more than anywhere else in Europe 
& caste apart. Now, this officialdom views 
with displeasure all the czar’s projects of re- 
form and liberal intentions, realizing that 

hey will involve a curtailment of their own 
bowers and privileges. Moreover, they know 

hat if Nicholas were to die without leaving 
a son, his younger brother, Michael, would 
succeed to the throne, and, being completely 
under the influence of his mother, who is 
strongly opposed to the course of the present 
emperor, would speedily undo everything 
that has been accomplished, besides venting 
his displeasure upon those who have been 
the instruments of Nicholas II.’s policy. 

Of course, the situation will become more 
encouraging for the emperor if his wife gives 
birth to a boy afew weeks hence. But should 
she present the nation with another girl, the 
situation will become even still more difficult 
for the czar than it is at present. 

Few people abroad have any idea of the 
extent to which the antagonism between the 
widowed empress and the reigning czarina 
prevails. To such an extent is it carried-that 
the two imperial ladies avoid meeting one 
another whenever practicable. Possessed of 
an immense amount of tact, in which the 
young empress is deficient, the mother of 
the czar virtually rules court, society, and 
officiaidom. She takes precedence of her 
daughter-in-law on all state occasions, and 
decides what fétes shall be given and who

The ill will between thé two great ladies 
dates back to the time when Princess 
Alexis first-came to Russia‘as a bride. The 
elder cZarina was strongly opposed to the 
match and did not hesitate to say so.

There have been some bitter quarrels be- 
tween the two empresses, of which court 
officials at St. Petersburg still speak with 
bated breath. Indeed, the situation is a 
thoroughly disheartening one for both the 
young emprese and for her well meaning hus- 
band. But things will doubtiess change for 
the better as soon as a son is born to them, 
and, in any case, neither he nor she is 
of the kind to throw up the,;sponge and 
to give over their country to the reaction 
which they are aware would be inaugurated 
by the widowed empress through her young- 
er gon in the event of the latter taking his 
brother’s place on the throne. oes 
There can be no question of any marriage 
between the Grand Duke Michael, the czar’s 
younger brother, and Princess Beatrice of 
Coburg and of Great Britain, whose name 
is being frequently mentioned of late in the 
European and American papers as destined 
to become his bride. For the princess and 
the grand duke are tirst cousins, the mother 
of the princess having been the only sister 
of the grand duke’s father, the late czar, 
and marriages between first cousins are 
strictly forbidden by the Orthodox church 
in Russigadispensations such as those grant- 
ed by the Roman Catholic church in the 
case of such unions among the reigning 
houses being unknown in that part of Ru- 
rope where the so. called orthodox rite 
the national church.

& legend which has been current and gen- 
erally believed for more than sixty years 
concerning the wife of the late Lord Beacons- 
field. has been at length set at rest by the 
tardy investigation of James Sykes, who 
has taken the trouble to investigate her 
origin and to ascertain that the popular 


factory girl is entirely untrue. 

Lady Beaconsfield was of gentle birth, in 
spite of all that has been said to the con- 
trary. She was the daughter of John Evans 
and her mother was the sister of Sir James 
Viney, and in the latter's will, which is 
Still on file at Somerset house in London, 
his niece, Mary Ann Evans, is set down for 
a bequest. She spent much of her youth 
in Gloucester, iiving with her uncle, Sir 
Jamies, and while there acted as teacher in 
the Sunday school, attended by girls from 
the pin factories nearby, which probably 
gave rise to the legend that she had been 
a factory girl. 

It was at a ball given at Clifton by a coun- 
ty family of the name of Vernon-Graham 
that Wyndham Lewis met her, and devel- 
oped that affection which resulted in mar- 
riage. He was a rich man with a beautiful 
country seat and a town house, where Lord 
Beaconsfield, then Benjamin Disraell, be- 
eame a frequent guest. Mr. Lewis died in 
1838, and sixteen months later his widow 
married Disraeli, who was just eight rere 
her junior and aged 34 at the time. e 
was still a handsome woman, and retained 
for a long time afterwards her good looks, 
while her wealth enabled Disraeli to devote 
himself altogether to politics without be- 
ing hampered by ‘the necessity of earning 
livelihood. 

Besides the profound affection which Dis- 
raeli entertained for his wife he was filled 
with gratitude to her for having furnished 
him with the means of satisfying ‘his po- 
litical ambitions, and one of the first things 
which he did when he became premier was 
to ask Queen Victoria to confer upon her 
in her own right a peerage, under the title 
‘of Viscountess Beaconsfield, he remaining 
Mr. Disraeli. 

Not long after this she discovered she was 
suffering from cancer. It is characteristic 
of both that while she supposed that she 
was concealing from her husband the ex- 
istence of the fatal diserder he, though 
well aware of it, allowed her to retain the 
pleasing illusion that he was ignorant of 
her impending fate. It is said that he wrote 
„ Lothar during her last iliness to please 
her,

While Beaconsfield has often been held up 
as the most selfish of statesmen of the 
Victorian era, it is no secret that the late 
queen’s profound regard for him arose 
largely from her admiration for his romantic 
devotion and gratitude to his elderly wife. 
A selfish man is rarely grateful, and Bea- 
consfield displayed in a striking manner 
his gratitude te his helpmate, and later

* friendly advance in prices by agreement.“

STUDENTS STUDY GLACIATION 
IN THE BIG HORN MOUNTAINS. 


Prof, Salisbury Returns with Word of 
Important Work in Wyoming— 
Other University Expeditions. 


Prof. Rollin Salisbury, who returned on 
Tuesday from the Big Horn mountaine of 
Wyoming, has left the university's geologi- 
cal expedition far. up in the mountains, away 
from towns and railroads, working on the 
problem of glaciation. 

The expedition, numbering seven, started 
out a month ago, intending to remain in the 
west until the beginning of the fall term in 
October. Prof. Salisbury remained with the 
party for ten days, until they were well 
started in the work. At present they are 


the sea level, sixteen miles from the nearest 
town. With the students are two-or three 
guides and a four horse wagon, in which 
they move their camp supplies. 

Bince Prof. Salisbury’s return the expedi- 
tion has been under the charge of Eliot W. 
Blackwelder, a graduate student of the uni- 
versity, who during the early part of the 
summer conducted a party of younger stu- 
dents through the dells of Wisconsin. The 
Big Horn party is composed of the most ad- 
vanced students, who are doing really pro- 
fessional work. Their researches on the 
glaciation of the mountains has proved that 
in that region there were at least two, and 
probably three, glacial epochs. It is expect- 
ed that the result of the work will be accept- 
ed and published by the government. 
Another party of seven, under Prof. W. W. 
Atwood, has been working for some time in 

‘the Uinta mountains in Utah. This, week 
the party divides; three returning and four 
going farther into the mountains, forty 
miles from a railroad, where for four weeks 
they will see no other human beings but 
those of thelr own camp. This expedition 18 
making important studies in the glaciation 
of the Uinta mountains. 

A third expedition is now at Dubuque, Ia., 
working in the mine region there. This 
party is making a study of the M 
valley, traveling along the river, investigat- 
ing the geological formation of the banks. 

A fourth party of teachers from the school 
of education, under Miss Zonia Baber and 
Prof. Ira D. Myers, is making Marquette its

SAYS SOME HEADS MUST FALL. 


Mayor Declares Experts’ List of Super- 
fluous City Employes Will Not 
Be Ignored. 


Mayor Harrison declared yesterday that 
the recommendations of Haskins & Sells ‘n 
the matter of discharging city hall employés 
will be carried out as far as possible. But 
he proposes to give the heads of departments 
a chance to say whose services can be dis- 
pensed with and whose cannot. 

I have directed Controller McGahn,’’ said 
the mayor, to take up each case and give 
it the most careful consideration. He will go 
through the list with the heads of the various 
Gepartments, one at a time, and be guided 
in selecting the employés for removal by the 
official in charge. We are not going to cripple 
the service, but we shall lop off all superfiu- 
ous timber and get down to the most practical 
economic basis. 

“The work will not be hastily executed. 
Where the head of a department thinks he 
can get along. with fewer men every one he 
can spare will be let out. Where the head 
says he cannot well lose the services of a 
clerk or laborer recommended for dismissal 
by the experts his wishes will weigh more 
than theirs. I have no means of knowing 
just how many men will be dropped. 

Nobody can give an estimate that would 
be at all reliable. The whole thing is in the 
hands of Mr. McGann and the department 
chiefs. They will take the matter up at once. 
We are in earnest or otherwise we should not 
have employed the firm of experts at some- 
thing like $150,000 to go through the depart- 
ments and find where a saving to the tax- 
payers can be made.“ 


MAYOR TALKS OF WINEROOMS. 


Declares Some One's Head Will Go it 
One Is Found in City—Chief — 
‘Reports All Gone. 


“If I allow a wineroom to be run the peo- 
ple of Chicago ought to oust me,“ declared 
Mayor Harrison yesterday. Next time I 
hear of a wineroom being allowed to run I 
will start with the patrolman on the beat 
and will go up through the patrol sergeant, 
Meutenant, captain, inspector, and chief of 
police until I find the guilty man, and out he 
goes. That is where I stand on the wineroom 
question. 

“Six or eight months ago I secured the 
passage of the ordinance prohibiting wine- 
rooms in this city. The next time I hear ofa 
wineroom somebody's head will drop, and I 
don’t care how high the man is.“

REPORT TO BE PREPARED.

Lieut. Cols. O. H. Ernst and C. N. Allen 
and Maj. T. L. Casey of the United States 
corps of engineers, who are to report on the 
feasibility of a deep waterway from the 
lakes to the Mississippi river, held their 
first meeting yesterday at the office of the 
United States engineer, 1637 Indiana avenue. 

J. W. Woerner, the civil engineer who is 
now engaged upon construction work along 
the line of the Hennepin canal, was selected 
by the board to act as supervising engineer 
of the new survey. As soon as he can clear 
up the work he is doing now Mr. Woerner 
will look over the field of operations and de- 
cide how many men, wagons, and boats he 
will require to complete the survey. | 

Maps will be made that are thoroughly up 
to date. From these will be drawn the judi- 
cial decision of the board selected by the 


bility of the canal. 
Drainage Canal to BeConsidered. 


It is not improbable that the drainage. 
canal will figure prominently in the work, 
inasmuch as it now presents a favorable 
waterway with sufficient depth to connect 
with waters reaching La Salle, III., a dis- 
tance of 225 miles from Lake Michigan. 

From La Salle to St. Louis the builders of 
the waterway will cojperate with the Mis- 
sissippi river commission, which has $25,000 
at its command for making the survey from 
the point where the deep waterway would 
run into the river and make the chain from 
Chicago to St. Louis complete. 

The officers who compose the committee 
appointed by the secretary of war would ad- 
vance no opinions as to the probable route of 
the waterway, as they are chosen as a judi- 
ciliary board, and before presenting any ver- 
dict they want to know the ground thorough- 
ly. To express an opinion, they say, would 
probably conflict with any decision they 
might later submit to congress. 


Survey May Begin at Lockport. 
The real work of survey will probably be- 
gin at Lockport, and continue from thére to 
the Mississippi river, the drainage canal 
offering a channel of fourteen feet depth 


that the work of laying plans for the survey 
will be completed in a few weeks, and then 
the work will be pushed. It is agreed, how- 
ever, that the opinions of the experts will 
not be ready to report to congress for a year 
or more. The judiciary committee does not 
know how long it will take for Mr. Woerner 
to complete his work on the Hennepin canal, 
so that he can come to Chicago and assume 
his work of conducting the survey. 

The effect of a deep waterway upon the 
districts where the survey is to be made will 
be a feature of the work that will receive 
special consideration in rendering the opinion 
to the government.
